Production of Red 


Clover In 1926 


Increased production of red clover 


in Nebraska during 1J2«, Is advis- 
able In view of the fact tnat seed 
stock Is below normal and prices 
are higher than normal, declared 
F. K. Reed, assistant state and 
federal crop statistician, here today. 
"American farmers," said Mr. 


Reed, "are apparently willing to pay 
considerably more for 
domestic, 


than for Imported red clover, as 
domestic seed' at present Is selling 
at a premium of about 6 ccnU per 
pound over the price of imported 
seed of similar quality." 
Mr. Reed called the attention of 


Nebraska farmers who wish to sow 
alfalfa or sweet clover for hay, pas- 
ture or soll-enrlchlng purposes to 
the fact that an ample supply of 
goc-d seed Is available at 
prices 


which, he wild, are the lowest since 
1922. Stock* of swe«t clover and 
alfalfa seed are much larger than 
normal and prices are below normal 
he added. 
"Production of red clover in the 
United States, however, has been 
below normal during the past three 
years, due largely to unfavorable 
weather conditions," he declared. 
"The price of red clover seed In Ne- 
braska pn December 1 was $13.80 
per bushel. Production in the state 
increased from 11,000 bushels in 
1924, to 16,000 -bushels last year. 
"In the case of sweet clover, the 
large crop of 1925 In the United 
States and the carryover, are prob- 
ably greater'than can be absorbed 
this year, notwithstanding Hie fact 
that the demand has been increas- 
ing steadily in recent years. Sweet 
clover seed production has extended 
to a number of sections that here- 
tofore have been obliged to ship In 
much or all of their seed." 
Sweet clover seed production in 
Nebraska, he pointed out. Increased 
from 12,000 bushels in 1D20 to 75.- 
000 bushels in 1925. The 1924 pro- 
duction was 63,000 bushels. Alfalfa 
seed production in the state In- 
creased from 55,000 bushels in 1920, 
to 8.5,000 bushels in 1925.

CHICAGO, March 10.—-(By 
the 


A««ociated Press)—-Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce, last night 
outlined a complete Inland water- 
ways system, pointed out its eco- 
nomic necessity fo rthe mlddlewest 
and (said he believed a 9-foot chan- 
nel from Chicago to me gulf was in 
alght. He appealed for settlement 
of lake level disputes by spending 
money "on concrete and steel, ra- 
ther than on the lairyers." 
He addressed 
the thirty-second 


annual banquet of the John Erlcs- 
jnn Republican league of Illinois. 


He pictured 
the middlewest as 


girdled by a row of toll gates com- 
posed of Increased rail rates, com- 
pletion of the Panama canal, and 
maintenance of 
ocean 
freight at 


virtually pre-war levels, with ag- 
riculture suffering more than in- 
dustrj, but both in a new relation 
to different parts of America and 
to the world markets as a whole. 
"A study by the department 
of 


commerce of these combined factors 
in their effect upon the middlewest 
indicates clearly a great pressure 
against her interests," he said. 
"In an examination of our coun- 
try for remedies we naturally turn 
to the development of the magnifi- 
cent natural waterways by deepen- 
ing them so as to permit modern 
barges on the 
rivers 
and 
ocean 


shipping to the lakes." 


Can't Change Rates. 


Railways have reached the high- 
est efficiency In their history, he 
said, and rate reductions cannot be- 
resorted to, the Panama canal can- 
not be closed, nor w*n aea rates be 
raised arbitrarily. 
He visualized two great inland 


•waterway systems, 
the Mississippi 
system of modern barge lines and 
the lake system of ouean 
steamers, 


the latter of first Importance de- 
spite the great economic value of 
the lakes-to-the-guir route, com- 
pletion of which Is in sight. 
"If we examine our possibilities 


in this region, we find that the riv- 
ers of the Mississippi drainage are 
disposed of in such fashion that by 
deeping- them -we could project a 9, 
000 
mile 
consolidated 
system 


through which twenty states could 
find cheaper transportation 
for 


their import and export raw ma- 
terials and much advantage In in- 
terior distribution," he said. 


East-Wait Trunk. 


The system could comprise an 
east-west trunk 1,600 miles along 
the Ohio, Mlsslsslppv and Missouri 
from pittebrugh to Kansas 
'City 
and a north-south trunk from Chi- 
cago to New Orleans, both deepened 
to nine feet, with 
lateral rivers 


mostly developed to six feet, bring- 
in the area comprising St Paul and 
Minneapolis, Omaha and South Da- 
kota points, Chattanooga, 'Nashville 
and Little Rock.

RETREATED 


Era of 
Dictatorships 
In 


Europe Aftermath of 
"War for Democracy." 


Norman Angell, J u n i o r 


League Lecturer, Says 
Intelligent Public Needed. 


Norman Angell, who 
delivered 


th« Junior League lecture at 
the 


high school 
auditorium 
Tuesday 


evening,, drew a rather dismal pic- 
ture of the present state of democ- 
racy in the world, and h«ld forth 
not a very bright prospect for the 
future. 
• 
Since the world war, which was 
a war to make the world safe for 
democracy, he bald, democracy has 
been retreating all over Europe. He 
pointed to Russia, Spain, Hungary, 
Italy and the possibility of a dicta- 
tor In France as evidences of this 
retreat. 
A dictartor cannot exist without 


the support of those under 
him, 


however, Anfell declared, and the 
fact that these dictatorships have 
been established is proof that peo- 
ple are for the time, at least, tired 
of democracy. 
There exists in America and Eng- 
land today public apathy toward 
questions involving the future wel- 
fare of the nations, he said. 
He 
cited several Instances of political 
campaigns in which he had engaged 
Iti England where the issue had 
been decided not upon sane reason- 
ing, but upon appeal to the instincts 
and prejudices of the voter. 
If 


the citizen would give ten minutes 
serious thought to the questions In- 
volved the voice of the 
majority 
might possibly be the 
"voice of 
God" that it Is claimed to be, he 
said. 


Voter Not Ommcompetent. 
It is impossible that the voter be 


omnicompetent and able to decide 
all questions at once, Immediately 
upon their presentation, Angell de- 
clared. 
And it Is likewise impos- 


sible for him to choose the best man 
from a long list of candidates, pos- 
sibly none of whom he knows. 
"We must take out of the hands 


of "Babbitt1 the things he cannot 
do, and give him the things he can 
do " he declared. 
By the UB« of 
Sinclair Lewis' character he meant 
everyone, he said. 
He gave the jury system as one In- 
stance where an 
effort had been 


made to reach a sane judgment on 
the question m hand 
The jury goes through the pro- 
cess of deduction, removal from 
outside influences, 
hearing 
both 
sides, sifting of evidence, and ar- 
rives, we think, at a broad truth, 
Angell said 
He declared that some 
similar principle ought to be ap- 
plied to the electoral machinery 
In addition the citizen should vote 
not only as a citizen, but accord- 
Ing to his work, "functional repre- 
sentation," Angell called it. 


Angell assailed the theory that 
the majority is always right, and 
that the "voice of the people is the 
voice of God." 
"More often it is likely to 
be 
satanlc," he said, and gave ex- 
amples of situations where public 
sentiment had been excited and the 
safety of several nations Imperiled 
thereby, when no real Issue was 
at stake. 
The hope for the future lies in the 
development of an Intelligent citi- 
zenry, Angell thought. He din not 
believe that education alone would 
do this, although it has an impor- 
tant part. 
In answer to a. ques- 


tion of that nature from PVof. Fred 
Morrow FMng, professor of his- 
tory at the University of Nebraska, 
he said that It brought up the en- 
tire question of education, and how 
it should be applied. 
He was 
Introduced by Mrs. 


Charles A. Wilson.

adopted the Smoot resolution re- 
quiring: the commission to produce 
Its minutes. 


At the same time, Senator Robin- 


son, Arkansas, the democratic lea- 
der, served no'ice that he would 
call up his resolution today, author- 
izing an investigation of the opera- 
tions of the 
flexible 
tariff pro- 
visions. This proposal is favored By 
administration republicans, mem- 
bers of the commission Itself and 
the democrats. 
Senator Robinson unloosed anoth- 
er attack on Commissioner Henry 
H. Glassle, whom he termed a "nom- 
inal democratic favoring a high 
tariff" and that he was responsi-

His assault was provoked by a 
letter from the commissioner ta>ln* 
him to task for a speech made In

manipulation of

ruptcy proceedings and usurpation 
of power over, state officials. 
The house is expected to act upoi 


the • committee's resolution within 
ten days. It must uphold or reject 
the accusations 
It rejected, the 
proceedings 
end: if upheld, 
th«j 
senate immediately on receiving a 
report of the house's action, must 
set a. date to sit as a court of im- 
peachment. 
A two-thirds vote is 
necessary for conviction and the 
extreme penalt} is removal from 
office. 
. , 
The senate has sat as a court oi 
impeachment for only nine trials in 
Its history. Federal judges were 
the principals in six of these cases- 
as a result of which three were 
removed from office and three were 
acquitted. 
One president of tho 
United 
States, Andrew 
Johnson 
was tried on Impeachment chargpi 
and was acquitted by one vote 
after a three months trial 
If the house approves the com 
mlttee's action, Judge English coulc!

of building and loan associations in 
Lincoln, Omaha and other cities of 
Nebraska were in conference Wed- 
nesday with State Trade and Com- 
merce Secretary Grigcs and Chief 
Kimmerle of the state banking bu-

GOOD ROADS AND 
r 
PROSPERITY. 


^American prosperity is not apt to seriously wane in 
the next few years, declares Don Seitz, of the >ew 
York World, in an article appearing In a current Is- 
sue of The Outlook. 
. 


;U-hen the various states of the union and the fed- 


eral government inaugurated a good roads campa.gn 
they purchased a rain check against hard times. Eco- 
nomic well-being for the entire nation may in part be 
directly attributed to the road-building campaigns and 
to the automobile, Mr. Seitz says, and he makes a 
formidable showing in support of this contention. 


One of the prime necessities of prosperous condi- 


tions is an even distribution of money. In this re- 
spect the automobile and the permanent 
highways 


have been powerful factors. 
There -are 500.000 miles 


of *ood roads'in America today and 15,000,000 auto- 
mobiles. 
By far the larger number of these cars 


are used for convenience or pleasure, Mr. Scitz as- 
serts, and in pursuit of the latter they seek new 
byways, new scenery and new neighborhoods. They 
spend money along the path wh'.^h they follow at 
the garage, the filling station and the eating house. 


In -Maine alone. Mr. Seitz points 
out. 
Governor 


Brewster is authority for the statement automobile 
tourists brought $75,000.000 Into the state last year. 
Maine with Its New England provincialism, has been 
more backward than most states in the^, union in tak- 
ing advantage of the great natural beauties which it 
possesses. 
Other states have not been so slow in 


capitalizing their advantage?. 
Minnesota, Colorado, 


California, Florida and a few otbirs have built a 
prosperity through good roais anu scenic beauty. 
Others have shared in it m the natural" course of 
travel. 


'"-Wherever a good road goes, prosperity follows," 


Mr. Seitz concludes. "This was the lure which laid 
many miles of profitless rails in the sixties and^ the 
seventies, and brought on poverty and panic. 
This 


time it Is different. 
The good roads are not built by 


stock jobbers, to collapse in value and to bring ruin. 
They are constructed upon a sound public 
credit, 


maintained and, in Rood part paid for by the tax on 
the autos and gasoline, and constitute an asset and 
not a liability. Besides, they are tullt to last. Then 
it is that almost magic results follow. 
Tumble-down 


villages speed up. Houses and barns along the way 
are repaired and painted. Fruit growing and farm- 
ing pick up, and all the adjacency rejoices. 
Travel 


grows fifty and a hundred—and sometimes a thous- 
and—fold. And with it comes the dollar." 


Possibly Mr. Settz is a bit enthusiastic in stating 


the case for good roads. 
But nevertheless his ob- 


servations are well worth whilt -when the cost of 
permanent highways is being 
considered. They are 


a groat distributor of 
wealth. 
They tend to keep 


money In circulation, to prevent any community, no 
matter how Hard-hit, from feeling the same rigorous, 
harsh effects of adversity which could be expected 
before good roads became so common. Not since 1907 
has America suffered nation-wide stagnation of the 
character which marked those earlier periods of busi- 
ness depression. 
In 1S21, when the agricultural sec- 


tion was experiencing difficulties, the Atlantic sea- 
board was enjoying good business and the Pacific 
c*6ast was booming. Later -when the Central west re- 
covered In a measure. Industry and business in the 
east sagged perceptibly, and still later the Pacific 
coast felt its effects. 
In the last two decades our 


eras of business depression have been more section- 
al than nationwide. 
. Now this is where the automobile and the good 
roads have come in to soften the blows to which in- 
dustry and business might otherwise have been sub- 
jected. Transcontinental traffic has grown amazing- 
ly In the last ten years. 
Sections are no longer 


isolated to the extent which they were. East and west 
coasts rub shoulders in the great Mississippi and 
Mlssurl valleys while the millions who make their 
h;oines In the Central state may be found along the 
Atlantic and the Pacific seaboards. 
There • is an 


evenness In the distribution of money which is most 
helpful to national stability and prosperity. 


UTILITY CORPORATIONS EXPAND. 


No business In the United States is growing and ex- 
andlng with the rapidity attained by public utlli- 
les, and especially gas and electricity. 
During the 


ear 1925 these utilities for the fifth consecutive year 
ed all other Industries in new financing, the securi- 
les issued by them totalling nearly tl,500,000,000. 
he aggregate for the year was $171,000,000 greater 
han that of 1924, which -was Itself a record breaker. 


The public utilities of the United States last year 
ttracted more new capital than did the railroads, 
teel, copper, coal, automobile, oil, rubber, and ship- 
ing companies -combined and more than double the 
urns spent fot land and building. A significant thing 
n this connection was that a very large per centage of 
he money put Into these companies was from small 
nvestors. 


In New York state alone securities issued by such 
ompanles during t'le year totalled J357.77S.775, or 
learly a million dollars a day. Gas and electric 
:ornpanles floated $273,147,128 of these, about equal- 
y divided between stocks and bonds. Telephone com- 
lanies were second with $78,906,800, steam corpora- 
ions third with $3,408,686, electric railroads fourth 
vith $1,764,135 and auto bus corporations fifth with 
552,026. 
The gas and electric issues were more than double 


hose of the year previous and are indicative of the 
leady increase of the use of the products in the 
lomes and industries of the country. It !s> estimated 
hat in that state new connections were made to the 
nains and distribution lines at the rate of 1,000 per 
day and that the current year will see this record 
iClipsed. 
Most of the capital obtained Is said to 


lave been used .for the purpose of making extensions, 
hough a number of plants which had been previous- 
y operated by municipalities were taken over by the 
private corporations, as is being- done in all parts 


f the country. 
The motor bus business is also growing rapidly and 


s fast being taken over by responsible corporations. 
eople interested in the m^tor Industry look for a 


greater expansion In the bus business in the next 
decade than in any other branch of the trade. 


HOW THE HOOK IS CONCEALED. 


•When a man goes fishing, a very necessary part 
of his paraphernalia is the bait. Bait is anything that 
looks attractive enough to the fish to fool It into bit- 
ins and getting fast on the hook. 
. A lot of. politicians are just "now 
engaged in fishing 


for farmers' votes next fall. They have concocted a 
rather alluring sort of bait called "agricultural re- 
lief" -which they hope-will serve the purpose. 
I'Thls bait consists in a promise of higher prices for 
wheat, corn, oats, cotton and other farm products, to 
be realized by putting them under control of a gov- 
ernment corporation whose business 
wom%l be to 


prevent any more of each commodity being- sold !n the 
Ilnlted States than might be needed to feed Its peo- 
ple. The remainder would be dumped on the world's 
niarkets for whatever It-would bring. 
: "While this process might compel American con- 
sumers to pay more for foodstuffs, it would mean 
very large losses on the quantities sold abroad. The 
pplltlcal fishermen at first proposed to meet this 
loss by'taxing each farmer, In proportion to what 
3Ve had produced and sold, on the theory that he could 
afford to contribute .back part of the money they 
were going to put into his pocket by boosting- home 
prices. 
!' 
When the farmers began to be heard from on this 


plan, it became evident that they would rebel ajralnst 
navlngf an export tax levied upon them. 
In other1 


words, the hook showed too plainly and the agricul- 
tural fish refused to take the bait. So the politicians 
li»-?e decided to try something else. They now pro- 
pbae to collect the tax. not from the farmers direct 
i.ut from buyers and processors of grain and other 
products. This, of course, means that the latter will pav 
teas to the fanner when they buy his commodities 
'iii the end, he will be the one on whom the ta.x falls 
just the same as under the first scheme. 
But the 


Anglers for votes hope he will not discover this. Their 
Jdea i* to cover up the hook by putting on more bait, 
•" It Is Just possible that the m,in on the farm has 
(more sense than the political manipulators who are 
'thus trying to win his support at the coming election 
jrlve him credit for. He has had a good deal of exper-

The two tracts comprise~>irtually all of the 
and through which the thoroughfare will pass inside 
the city limits, and lie between A street and South. 


AVhen the deeds were turned over to the commis- 


sioners announcement was made that nearly all of 
he rig-ht of way needed to complete the boulevard 
'rom Bethany to a point where Thirty-third street 
vould intersect the penitentiary road east of the 
itate's prison, had been acquired. 


Acquiring the right of way assures city and coun- 


y authorities that the second link of a thoroug-hfare, 
girdling Lincoln, will be completed. The first is the 
Boulevard from South street to the state hospital, 
hence south and east to the penitentiary. . 


Promoting; the boulevard is but one more of the 


many forward strides toward a Greater Lincoln, and is 
n keeping; with the spirit of its business men and 
residents. 
Lincoln, is growing rapidly. It is a healthy 


growth; vigorous and far-reaching, and the laying 
out of this boulevard, a credit to the farsightedness 
of those fathering it, is but one more evidence of the 
growth. 


There can be but one object in building such a 


Boulevard: giving to the people of Lincoln and the 
state a scenic driveway, beautifully landscaped, that 
will make the city a center of beauty measuring1 up 
to the standard set by all Nebraska when they start- 
ed to build here a capitol building- that is at once 
a work of architectural art and the talk of the world, 
jecause of its simple grandeur. 


A high standard has been set. It is one which will 


be hard to meet but the city council, county offi- 
cials and city planners should have no trouble meet- 
ng the responsibility -that -is theirs. 
Lincoln Is an 


easy city to beautify. 
It has the proper 
setting to 


become one of the most beautiful cities in America. 
It can be done. 


Already our residential sections, the public schools, 


parks, wide streets that are constantly being- made 
wider, and the university campus and agricultural 
college campus, are the wonders of outsiders who 
visit here. 
This has come about, however, 
more

through any definitely organized effort.

is a menace to all this. 


Under present conditions the erection of a single 


structure can mar the entire scene. There is naught 
save public sentiment to prevent the erection of any 
type of business block fronting the capitol. And as 
this !s true at the capitol, it is also equally true in 
any section of the city, outside the congested district.

ADOPTING A CHILD. 


"He who gives the child a "treat 
Makes joybells ring In Heaven's street; 
And he who gives the child a home 
Builds palaces in Kingdom Come." 
• 
—John Masefield. 


Have you a little child in your home? If you haven't and do not 


anticipate having- any of your own, why not adopt one? 
There are many homeless children, and there are many childless 


.lomes, and wo know above all things that every child needs a home and 
every home needs a child. The Instinct for parenthood Is very strong, 
normally, and If It is not expressed, life cannot be lived to Us fullest. 
\.nd naturally the need for the children to be mothered and fathered 
s equally strong and even more important to be exercised. 


Many people hesitate to adopt children for fear they will ''turn out 


wrong." If the/child is healthy physically and Is normally developed to 
ts age, then whether it turns out good or bad will, depend wholly upon 
you. For there is no doubt that training and environment have a far 
greater effect upon the character than inheritance.. Mental tests can "be 
given to tell whether the child is developed mentally to his 'age, and if 
vou are especially anxious you can adopt an older child. There is no 
more danger of mental defects in these homeless children than in 
children who are not homeless. 
David Starr Jordan has said this; "The quality of our fate depends 


upon our ability to meet it, and that is largely the result of our early 
training. Besides this, what we inherit are not the actual traits of father 
and mother, but what father and mother might have .been." 


If there are other children in the family—oftentimes it is the one- 


child family that wants another—the family must always remember that 
he little adopted child must come in for the same share of love and 
mention as their own; otherwise, this adopted child may not turn out 
well: for unhappiness in childhood is far too apt to make mental and 
normal wrecks in later life. 
It means something to adopt a child. It means that you have to 


train yourself in parenthood: have good books on child training and 
-hild feeding: be more careful of your own habits and in every way 
realize that your life from then on is consecrated to another life which 
j-ou have taken in your charge. 
If you want a baby and are in the position to adopt one, do so. i 


enow o'f no advice that I can gi've you that will mean greater happiness 
to you. In practically every state and large city there are child welfare 
or child placing societies. Children who have boen abandoned have us- 
ually been committed by the court to the care of these agencies, and 
itheY children come in various ways. Do not think that adopting a baby 
or child is an altogether simple.-.process. References are required by the 
agency and the conditions of the home, the family to care for the child, 
etc., are taken into account. 
If there are no child placing agencies in your vicinity, you can 


apply to the local or state Health of Charities official and get ihe name 
and address In that way. They will grive you the directions. 


It is better for adopted children ts know that they are adopted, as 


soon as they are old enough to understand: otherwise they arc apt to 
hear it from the outside and great unhappiness may result. The answer a 
little adopted boy gave to a companion who twitted him with being an 
adopted child, can be used as a basis "Huh! Tour father and mother 
had to take, you whether they wanted you or not; my father and rnotner 
oved me enough to come and get me!"

Reduction of some of the special 


taxes now levied and collected by 
the state of Nebraska from Insur- 
ance companies is one item on a 
proposed legislative program which 
a delegation of twenty 
Insurance 


men, accompanied 
by Frank E, 


Helvey of Lincoln, legislative agent 
for their organization, laid before 
Governor McMullen at a conference 
Wednesday afternoon. 


Repeal of the valued policy law, 


affecting fire insurance companies, 
was anotner matter brought to the 
governor's attention as being de- 
sired by the delegation. This law 
requires a company to pay the full 
amount of any policy on a bulld-- 
Ing totally dcstroved by fire, un- 
less criminal fraud on the part of 
the owner be proven. 


The state collects approximately 


half a million dollars in taxes from 
insurance 
companies every 
two 


years, based on premium earning. 
It also collected annual 
license 


fees for the companies and their 
agents, and special fees are charged 
to pay the expense of examinations. 
The companies pay regular state 
and local taxes, besides, on their 
real estate holdings, and other pros- 
perity. 
Insurance 
spokesmen 
contend 


that this is an unjust burden laid 
upon their business, and out of al 
proportion to that borne by other 
lines of commerc eand industry. 


The situation was presented to 


Governor McMullen at this time as 
that he might have plenty of time 
to consider the suggestions offeree 
before drafting his recommendations 
to the next legislature.

Her sire is Varsity Plebe La Ver- 
tex, a young bull whose daughters 
are continually making high re- 
cords. The cow's dam also holds a 
position of eminence an dalr cir- 
cles.

Topsy King and holds the record 
in- the state for the senior three- 
year-old class In the 30-day divi- 
sion. 
The dairy herd at the University 


of Nebraska has been known for 
several years as one of the highest 
producing institutional herds in the 
United States. Records for the past 
five j ears show that production in 
the herd has been increased each 
year. 
The average production for the 
entire herd of more than forty ani- 
mals In 1921 was 9,448 pounds of 
milk and 391 pounds of butterfai 
per cow. The average for 1925 wns 
increased to 13,657 pouds of mllU 
and 546 pounds of butterfat: These 
were records for all animals of all 
breeds in the entire herd. In 1921 
the herd averaged 25.8 pounds of 
milk 
per day and In 1925, 36 2 


pounds per day. 
Professor H P Davis, chairman 


of the dalrj husbandry department 
at the college, and E. N. Hansen 
of the department, attribute the
